( 6 ) WHO'S CALLING

Long Distance companies repeatedly contact each of 
us, trying to convince us to switch to their service ... 
annoying calls that seem to come at the most inoppor¬ 
tune times. The mystery surrounding the decision on 
which company to use is the only thing more annoying 
than the calls. Who is the cheapest? Will I save 
money? Which has the best service? Will there be 
static or bad connections? Do I like Candice Bergen or 
Whoopi Goldberg better? Where's Ernestine when you 
need her?! 

My solution has always been to stick with AT&T, that 
way I'll know what my service will be like, no surprises. 
That worked until recently when some small long dis¬ 
tance company called while I was doing absolutely noth¬ 
ing and happened to be in an extremely good and gen¬ 
erous mood. The caller explained the company's rates. 
They were cheaper than AT&T and my local long dis¬ 
tance company, so I switched. The switch lasted about 
two weeks, until AT&T called and offered me an incred¬ 
ible deal to take them back. (If only ex-boyfriends made 
such offers.) 

Through the whole ordeal, I wondered which company 
had the best record on gay and lesbian issues., I've 
heard different stories and I know many companies 
have been marketing to the gay and lesbian community 
and even that certain companies are run by gay men 
and lesbians and actively fund gay and lesbian organi¬ 
zations. But, I didn't know any specifics ... what are the 
facts? 

A few days ago, in my Uncommon Clout credit card 
bill, I received their newsletter that detailed long dis¬ 
tance companies' records on these issues. I thought it 
would be great to share this information with the read¬ 
ers of AboveGround. So here is a summary: 

All of the three major long distance carriers have tar¬ 
geted gay and lesbian consumers. The gay and lesbian 
market accounts for $1 Billion a year. Studies have 
shown that the average monthly long distance bill is 
$20-25, while lesbian and gay customers average $35- 
40 per month. The goal of each company has been to 
attract gay and lesbian customers without experiencing 
a backlash from other customers, especially the Relig¬ 
ious Right. 

MCI 

MCI, the first to attempt direct marketing to gay men 
and lesbians, sent a mailer promoting its "Friends and 
Family" service with the coded slogan "When your 
friends are family" in November 1993. A triangle en¬ 
closed the satisfaction guarantee and a mix of men and 
women dressed in club attire appeared pictured in all 
combinations except one man with one woman. The 
mailer never used the words "gay" or "lesbian", but even 


the blonde among us could have picked up on it. MCI 
currently offers its service to the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity through two agent organizations, Classic Op¬ 
tions and the National Gay and Lesbian Business Asso¬ 
ciation. 

MCI backed down from a commitment to sponsor Gay 
Games IV in 1994. In the late 80's, an employee sued 
MCI alleging discrimination on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation. MCI settled the suit out of court, and amended 
its anti-discrimination policy to include sexual orientation 
in 1988. MCI does not have a recognized lesbian and 
gay employee group, and the company does not offer 
domestic partnership benefits. 

AT&T 

AT&T targeted the gay and lesbian community in April 

1994 with a direct mail campaign. Several symbols, like 
a rainbow colored phone card and pictures of same-sex 
couples covered the mailings. One picture of a man 
had the caption, "When David's away on business, we 
like to stay close." The mailer included a letter from 
AT&T's gay and lesbian employee group, LEAGUE, that 
told of the company's internal commitment to "the diver¬ 
sity that all people represent." This campaign resulted 
in a backlash from Pat Robertson's Christian Coalition, 
whose newsletter urged its members to write or call 
AT&T and protest. At that time, four divisions of AT&T 
were working with a gay-owned advertising agency to 
develop other marketing campaigns directed at the gay 
and lesbian community. After the Christian Coalition 
protest, these campaigns were put on hold, and since 
then AT&T has been trying to determine whether target¬ 
ing the gay and lesbian market is worth the risk of fur¬ 
ther right wing backlash. 

AT&T considered full sponsorship of Gay Games IV 
but then backed out, only contributing $60,000 at the 
last minute and sponsoring the laser show at the clos¬ 
ing ceremonies. AT&T employees worked tirelessly 
throughout the games, signing up customer at every 
event. AT&T attended the first Gay and Lesbian Busi¬ 
ness Expo at the Meadowlands in 1994, but skipped the 

1995 Expo in NYC. 

AT&T treats its gay and lesbian employees the best of 
the three major companies. This is a direct result of 
LEAGUE, the gay and lesbian employees group which 
formed in 1987, and the activities of this group. 
LEAGUE has 30 chapters organized nationwide. AT&T 
includes sexual orientation in its non-discrimination pol¬ 
icy and has endorsed the Federal Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act. AT&T does not offer domestic part¬ 
ner benefits, but an extension of benefits is under con¬ 
sideration.

SPRINT 

SPRINT has not directly targeted the gay and lesbian 
market. But, it provides service to several "affinity" long 
distance re-sellers that specifically market to gay men 
and lesbians, including: The Pride Network, Working 
Assets Long Distance, and Community Spirit. 

SPRINT adopted a policy of non-discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation in 1990, and has been in¬ 
volved in a dispute with an employee at its Austin, 
Texas facility who claims she was dismissed because 
she was an outspoken lesbian. SPRINT does not offer 
domestic partner benefits and does not have a recog¬ 
nized employee group.

AFFINITY COMPANIES 

Affinity Companies, such as those mentioned above, 
buy large blocks of long distance service from a major 
company (most often SPRINT) and then resell the time 
to customers at a discounted rate. Often, the company 
then donates a portion of its profits to non-profit groups, 
including gay, lesbian and AIDS service organizations. 
Working Assets 

Working Assets, the largest of the Affinity Companies, 
donated $1.5 million to non-profits in 1994, but only 
$136,000 went to gay and lesbian organizations. The 
company has a non-discrimination policy that includes 
sexual orientation and offers its employees do¬ 
mestic partnership benefits. 

Community Spirit 

Community Spirit is an Affinity Company that 
began marketing its services during the 1993 
March on Washington. The extent of its charitable 
contributions and its employee policies have not 
been confirmed by the newsletter. 

The Pride Network 

The Pride Network formed after a spit with 
Community Spirit. In the 12 months ending May 
1995, The Pride Network donated $100,000 to 
more than 200 lesbian, gay and AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations. This company has been one of the 
country's largest advertisers in the gay and lesbian 




media. The company has a non-discrimination policy 
that includes sexual orientation and offers its employees 
domestic partnership benefits. 

Steve Black is an openly gay attorney in Bethle¬ 
hem who also serves as Vice Chair of the PA 
League of Gay and Lesbian Voters.

An 
artiste. 

If you had to choose a single word to describe Ron 
Gutman, "Artist," by definition, would surely fit the bill. 
You may not realize it, but if you have spent any length 
of time in the Lehigh Valley, you have probably seen 
and enjoyed many of Ron’s works. Through his many 
varied mediums, he has provided the entire community 
with beauty, excitement and even laughter. 

Growing up in Allentown, Ron was given early oppor¬ 
tunity to explore his creative talents. Born the son of an 
artist/sign-painter, Ron would spend rainy days in his 
father's basement studio, as he says, "doodling around 
with paintbrushes and charcoal on paper." He went on 
to add, "As I got older, I just started doing more and 
more, and that became my own little world. He went on 
to major in art in high school, and credits his teacher, 
Jim Musselman, as being the biggest influence in his 
life. Throughout this period, Ron excelled in his work, 
participating in award winning competitions while per¬ 
forming at a college level. By the end of high school, he 
had earned scholarships to both Philadelphia's College 
of Art and Cooper Union in NYC. But, another love 
would prevent him from taking either. 

Throughout his teen years, Gutman's love for art was 
equally challenged by his love for ice skating. He would 
be at the rink every chance he had, and would even be 




skating in the morning before going to school. At sev¬ 
enteen, almost on a whim, he took a bus down to Atlan¬ 
tic City to audition for the national company of the Ice 
Capades. After a nerve-racking, forty minute audition in 
front of about ninety professional skaters, he was ap¬ 
proved by the Performance Director and off to the man¬ 
ager’s office to sign a contract. From the moment his 
parents phoned their approval, he was trained on some 
routines, rushed through wardrobe, and in the Preview 
show that same night. Ron joked that it all happened 
so quick that by the show's finally, he ended up lost in 
the middle of the girls chorus line. He stayed with the 
Ice Capades about two years, touring all over the coun¬ 
try, performing about ten shows a week. 

After coming back to Allentown, he worked for a cou¬ 
ple of years doing sketches for the head designer of 
Phoenix Clothes. He soon began to miss his life on the 
ice and, after a surprise call, was soon off for an inter¬ 
view with the director of Holiday On Ice. Hired right on 
the spot, once again, he was to enjoy about two years 
with the troupe before having an accident resulting in 
him having to "hang up his skates." So would end this 
form of his artistic expression. 

Back in Allentown, Gutman went to work as Display 
Assistant for Zollinger's. Once Ron's display work be¬ 
came noticed by the company management, he was 
promoted to Display Director. As such, he was respon¬ 
sible for all aspects involved with the displays at six 
stores, including; design, construction, and purchasing 
of related materials. His designs were instrumental in 
changing the style of the stores towards the more 
youth-oriented trends. 

During this period, Gutman was doing a lot of textile 







works on his own. His hand-painted silk scarves gained 
the notice of a prominent Philadelphia Hairdresser and 
he was soon overseeing 12 women who were duplicat¬ 
ing his designs. The first two scarves purchased from 
his new partnership, "Ron Gutman for Maurice Tannen- 
baum," were bought by Jacqueline Onasis-Kennedy. 
Soon his line of women's accessories were being sold 
in major, first class boutiques, and he had an article writ¬ 
ten about his designs in Vogue magazine. 

Ron came back to Allentown and took a position do¬ 
ing spot illustration work for, the now defunct, Valley 
Monthly magazine. In this publication, known for being 
ahead of its time, Ron had an article published about 
his designs in hand-painted textiles. During the same 
period, Ron started getting involved with theatrical de¬ 
sign work, and received rave reviews for his work on the 
Larry Roth production of "Pippin." Over the years he 
has lent his talents as set designer to numerous pro¬ 
ductions including "Elephant Man," "Barnum," and the 
overwhelmingly approved "La Cage Aux Folles ." 

After working for Valley Monthly . Gutman went to work 
at Musselman Advertising , an almost ironic twist; being 
the family business of his mentor from high school.

Here he performed all aspects of graphic design, from 
advertisements to TV story-boards to food photo-styling. 

He also went on to perform as a graphic artist at Min- 
uteman Press . 

Since about 1990, Ron has been working as a freel¬ 
ance artist in all aspects of his expertise. He continues 
to produce his hand-painted silk scarves under the busi¬ 
ness name of "Studio VII Hand-painted Silks." A small 
sampling of his scarves is shown on page 13. Whether 
worn as scarves or elegantly framed, they show an 
acute attention to detail that makes one have to look 
closely to realize that they are handmade. Most re¬ 
cently, Gutman has been producing hand-painted ce¬ 
ramics and ostrich eggs. The eggs are genuine, unfer¬ 
tilized African ostrich eggs which go through a 15-30 
hour process of preparation and embellishment. They 
are first covered with multiple layers of "gesso," an ap¬ 
plication of ground white marble in an acrylic suspen¬ 
sion. Designs are either painted on freeform or based 
on sketches, and are highlighted by various materials 
such as 22K gold. He also hand-paints various sizes of 
ceramic eggs. Both types are show in the 
photograph on page12.

cast ceramics. He uses four main processes, 
"Moriage", "Underglazing", "Majolica", and "Cold- 
finish" Ceramic stains. Each process creates 
distinctively different results which enhance his 
desired design elements. One of the first things 
one notices about Ron Gutman's "Studio VII Hand- 
painted Ceramics is, as in his silks, his incredible 
attention to detail. Ron noted that he puts so 
much detail into his work because he feels it is a 
sadly missed element in works these days. 

Ron Gutman, a true artist's artist, has, in many 
ways, imprinted the Lehigh Valley with his signa¬ 
ture style. Over the years, he has created numer¬ 
ous designs that we see every day. He can also 
be credited with many others that have helped in¬ 
fluence our memories of happy occasions. 
Through graphic arts he has created numerous 
advertising concepts and business logos (i.e. 
Stonewall and Lehigh Valley Gay & Lesbian Task 
Force logos.) In theatre he has designed cos¬ 
tumes, sets and show logos. He continues to 
produce creative works ... enhancements to 
please the eye and mind.

The Embrace of Therapy and Spirituality 

American culture has become more focused on relig¬ 
ion, and the field of psychotherapy has begun to inte¬ 
grate religious perspectives into human behavior. This 
is reflective of a paradigm shift that is happening in 
many fields in addition to psychology. One of the more 
prominent fields is medicine. 

This integration of psychotherapy and religion is valu¬ 
able to clinicians because both of these disciplines ac¬ 
knowledge an inner world of the person. Both are also 
vitally concerned with the lives of people, and both be¬ 
lieve they can have a healing influence. 

In American culture religion is equated with Christian¬ 
ity and fails to recognize the broader concept of spiritu¬ 
ality. Spirituality embraces religion by virtue of its em¬ 



bracing any belief system that conceptualizes a power 
greater than humanness. Spirituality, therefore, can 
embrace Christian religions, Wicca, Goddess, Native 
American, Eastern religions. Spirituality thus indicates 
an openness to "alternative" read Christian philoso¬ 
phies. The integration of psychotherapy and religion 
actually needs to be stated as integration of psychology 
and spirituality. 

Spiritual belief systems are sources of strength and 
validity for clients in times of crisis. A spiritual system 
may also help one make sense of the world and how 
one fits into that world. It may also assist clients in real¬ 
izing and manifesting their purpose in life. Living within 
spiritual principles is what is done on a daily basis if one 
is to feel in harmony with one's principles. 

When one's spirituality is founded on rigid, moralistic 
religious dogma and inner psychic, emotional conflict 
may arise. Sometimes literal interpretations of religious 
texts lead to one's feeling shame, guilt, anger over inner 
thoughts, actions, and desires. Sometimes literal relig¬ 
ious interpretation confuses sin with perfectionism. 
Striving for perfection is an unrealistic, unattainable 
goal leading to much dysfunction for individuals, 
families, societies, countries. The main conse¬ 
quences of perfectionistic strivings are anxiety, criti¬ 
cism, cognitive distortions, low self-esteem, and 
addictive behaviors. Spiritual growth is different 
than religious perfectionism. 

Spirituality can be conflicted for homosexual and 
bisexual individuals who feel abandoned by their 
childhood religious training. Although we may have 
been taught that the greatest religious principle is to 
love, we were seldom taught that whom we love is 
not the issue so long as we have the capacity and 
willingness to love. As adults it is essential to dis¬ 
card childhood perceptions of religion based on fear 
and exclusion. Just as we discarded childhood 
clothes, trinkets and vacation souvenirs, so we 
need to discard useless religious clothing. Our 
thinking abilities have matured as have our physical 
bodies; our religious perceptions need to mature 
also. We do not discard our thinking, we mature it. 
So it is with spirituality. We do not discard our spiri¬ 
tuality, we mature it. 

Our community is fortunate to have two gay and 
lesbian oriented Christian churches. Rev. Helt of 
M.C.C. and Pastor Rowe of Grace Covenant 
Church work diligently to meet the spiritual needs of 
the community members who feel isolated from 
childhood churches and religious practices. P- 
FLAG publishes an excellent booklet titled, "Is 
Homosexuality A Sin?" which surveys several 
prominent religious leaders of various faiths. 

It is this therapist's belief that each of us is a spiri¬ 
tual being in human form. Recognizing and mani¬ 
festing our spiritual core is our greatest challenge 
and our greatest gift.

Lehigh Valley AIDSWALK'95

The Fourth Annual Lehigh Valley AIDSWALK was 
held on Sunday, September 24 at the Bethlehem Rose 
Garden raising $36,000 for AIDS related agencies 
throughout the Lehigh Valley. 

According to Glenn Miller, Chairman of the Event, 
over 400 walkers and volunteers helped make this 
event so successful. He stated, "it was really great to 
see so much of the community involved in this event 
from colleges and schools to corporate America, this 
event is finally taking off." Rose Craig, Executive Direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Services Center (a direct non-medical 
service organization for persons infected and affected 
by HIV) echoed Miller's sentiment by saying, "It is so 
uplifting to see such a cross section of the community 
involved from St. Luke's Hospital to Corestates Bank 
and not just the gay community who has been carrying 
the fundraising burden of this disease since the begin¬ 
ning." David Moyer, Community Health Specialist for the 
Allentown Health Bureau in a non-professional role for 
the day, addressed the crowd of eager walkers during 
the opening ceremonies reminding everyone why they 
were there as did Bethlehem Mayor Ken Smith, the only 
political leader present. 


The day started out with the above-mentioned wel¬ 
come speeches and a performance from the cast of 
Civic Little Theater's "Follies" playing at 19th Street 
Theater October 13 - 28. Prior to the 5K (3-1/2 Mile) 
walk, warm up exercises were provided by an aerobics 
instructor from the YM/YWCA, then the walk began! 
Throughout the route (which included Union Boulevard 
swinging into Allentown via Hanover Avenue) the Allen¬ 
town Hobo Band, a self styled group of local musicians 
who play charity events, egged the walkers on with ren¬ 
ditions ranging from the theme from "The Flintstones" to 
"In Heaven There Is No Beer." Car horns and yells 
cheered the walkers on and welcomed refreshments 
could be had along the trek. 

After the walk, at the closing ceremonies, awards 
were handed out for the team and individual raising the 
most monies and walkers could relax with refreshments 
accompanied by music from the Hobo Band. 

Conspicuous by their absence, according to this 
writer, were (once again) Allentown's Mayor William 
Heydt and (this year) the Health Bureaus of the sister 
cities.

centrated on MacArthur Road north of Allentown. There 
are also many specialty shops where you can find that 
unique gift. For bargains, the outlets at Reading are 
only an hour away. Most years the weather cooperates 
and there's rarely snow before the shopping and holiday 
travel is over. 

Real winter starts in January and unfortunately, in 
recent years, has lingered into early April. The amount 
of snow here is not as bad as some people say. In fact, 
skiers claim we don't have winters here at all.

Well, I forgot the colleges (which are top notch) the 
arts, the house tours, white-water rafting and many 
other local joys.

® Movie Review

To Wong Foo, Thanks for Everything, Julie Newmar 
Directed by Beeban Kidron 
Written by Doauglas Carter Beane 
Universal Pictures / PG-13 

Too Wong Foo... starring Patrick Swayze, Wesley 
Snipes and John Leguizamo is Priscilla, Queen of the 
Desert meets The Real McCoys. Instead of a pink bus 
traveling the Australian Outback, we have a bright yel¬ 
low Cadillac taking our "ladies" across the United 
States, ending up in the midwest ... much to the sur¬ 
prise of the local townspeople. Because of the subject 
matter (the colorful world of drag queens) one can not 
help but compare the two movies. 

Our story sets out in New York City where Patrick 
Swayze and Wesley Snipes' characters win a drag pag¬ 
eant (nice cameo by RuPaul) allowing them to enter the 
national pageant in Hollywood. They make their plans 
for the trip at a Chinese restaurant where we see Robin 
Williams in a great cameo as their friend and "Travel 
Agent." While powdering "her" nose, Vida (played by 
Swayze) happens to glimpse an autographed picture of 
Julie Newmar. (For you youngsters, Newmar played 
"Catwoman" on the TV Batman series way before Pfeif¬ 
fer did the movie thing.) Vita takes this as a good omen 
and takes the photo ... hence, the title. Still with me? 

After Vida and Noxeema (Snipes) take on Chi Chi as 
their protege, a rivalry ensues between the three lead¬ 
ing to fun one-liners as well as the usual tackiness and 
camp. Car trouble brings the "girls" to an innocent town 
where the unsuspecting townsfolk are not quite sure 
what to make of them. They encounter the usual homo¬ 
phobia one would expect, but eventually win everyone 
over... even the local hoods. 

Even though this movie is very light-hearted fare, 
there are moments where it gets poignant. A local boy 


falls for Chi Chi (a too believable Leguizamo) , Stockard 
Channing plays a battered wife leading Vida to step in 
to set him "straight," and Noxeema befriends a deaf 
mute and brings her out of her shell through reminis¬ 
cence of old movie days. 

Before saying their farewells, the trio thrusts the 
town's women out of their closets with some bad seven¬ 
ties drag. They earn the respect of all ... well not quite 
all, see the movie and find out. The three divas make 
their destination with a cute surprise ending. 

This was quite a role departure for Swayze and par¬ 
ticularly for Wesley Snipes. All three pull it off. Swayze 
might be a little too subdued, but Snipes and Legui¬ 
zamo pick up the slack. The costumes aren't overly 
outrageous, not too many rhinestones and beads! 
Swayze appears like he is off to tea most of the time, 
Snipes seems like he is stuck in the seventies, and 
Leguizamo looks like anyone you would see on the 
street (late, late at night that is, if you get my drift!). 

To see the mannerisms these three generate is, by 
itself, worth the price of admission. It makes one won¬ 
der who their coach was, and where have they been 
hanging out...and with whom! All in all, a light, positive 
movie about the interesting, and often misunderstood, 
world of dragdom!

Who Is Janie Spahr And Why Is She 
Coming to the Lehigh Valley? 
by Mary V. Borhek 

Mark the dates on your calendar: November 3-6, 
1995. Janie Spahr will be speaking at various locations 
in the Lehigh Valley and in Kutztown during that week¬ 
end. 

Who is Janie Spahr? The Rev. Dr. Jane Adams 
Spahr, to give her complete and formal title, describes 
herself as a lesbian, feminist, Presbyterian minister 
committed to justice issues for the lesbian/gay/bisexual 
community. She is also interested in forming connec¬ 
tions with other oppressed communities who want to 
claim their freedom. 

A dozen years ago Janie, as she prefers to be called, 
began Ministry of Light in Marin County, CA, to provide 
a variety of services to lesbian and gay people. The 
organization prospered and has since been renamed 
Spectrum. Service has been added for bisexual and 
transgender people as well. In the fall of 1991 Janie 
was called by the Downtown Presbyterian Church in 
Rochester, NY, to be one of the congregation's co¬ 
pastors. This was the first time a member congregation 
of the Presbyterian Church (USA) had chosen an 
openly lesbian pastor. Janie accepted the call, but a 
group of churches in the Rochester-area Presbytery of 
the Genesee Valley had other ideas. There were hear¬ 
ings, appeals, and finally the Permanent Judicial Com¬ 
mission of the Presbyterian Church (USA.) refused to 
allow Janie to assume the co-pastor position. 


DRAG QUEEN CHRONICLES

"That All May Freely Serve" 

Since March 1993 Janie has been employed by the 
organization, "That All May Freely Serve," a joint project 
of Spectrum and the Downtown United Presbyterian 
Church. She travels throughout the country, educating 
and informing people about justice issues of the 
gay/lesbian/bisexual community, about homophobia, 
and particularly reaching out to same-gender-oriented 
young people who are struggling with the emerging re¬ 
alization of their sexuality. Too often Janie has seen 
such young people turn to suicide as a solution to a 
problem which seems insoluble to them. 

Since the forming of "That All May Freely Serve," 
Janie has literally been to the four corners of the conti¬ 
nental United States, visiting Maine, Florida, Washing¬ 
ton and California, as well as many states in between. 

Janie's resume also includes a Bachelor of Arts de¬ 
gree from Pennsylvania State University in 1964, and a 
Master of Divinity in 1970 and Doctor of Ministry from 
San Francisco Theological Seminary. Prior to the for¬ 
mation of Spectrum, she had several pastoral positions 
in the San Francisco / Oakland area, and in Pittsburgh, 
her birthplace. She has served as executive director of 
the Council of Oakland (CA) Presbyterian Churches, a 
position from which she was forced to resign after she 
came out, affirming her lesbian identity. Janie has been 
recognized by many local, regional and state organiza¬ 
tions for her achievements in ministry. 

With her former husband she is the mother of two 
sons, now adults. Although Janie and Jim Spahr are no 
longer married, they maintain the caring relationship of 
an extended family which now includes Jim's second 
wife. 

...And in the Lehigh Valley.... 

Two years ago in the Lehigh Valley several people got 
together and formed an Ad Hoc Committee to bring 
Janie Spahr here to the Valley. Committee members are 
people who have a gay or lesbian relative, or who are 
concerned about social justice issues for all minorities. 

Janie's schedule includes presentations at Moravian 
College, Moravian Theological Seminary and North¬ 
ampton Community College in Bethlehem; Lafayette 
College in Easton; Kutztown University; and Muhlen¬ 
berg College, Allentown.

To Your Health

Where Do These Headaches 
Come From? 

The odds are 9 to 1 that you get headaches now ... 
and will get them from time to time in the future. But 
don’t despair. By determining what "triggers" you par¬ 
ticular headaches and then correcting or avoiding those 
causes, you'll find the aches to be less frequent and 
less severe. Dr. Wolft, the nation's foremost headache 
researcher states, "Headaches are biological repri¬ 
mands ... warnings that something in a person's body is 
out of balance." 

The types of headaches and their causes differ widely. 
Seventy-five percent of the population suffer from the 
common, dull persistent, vicelike Tension Headache 
which arises from prolonged muscle contractions of the 
neck, back, and head brought on by poor posture, anxi¬ 
ety, worry, fear, grinding teeth and clenching jaws. 
Other types of headaches include those resulting from 
Cervical Spine Dysfunction where pain radiates from the 
small facet joints in the neck producing unilateral neck 
pain, made worse by movements of the neck and head. 
Vascular. Migraine, and Cluster Headaches stem from 
the distention of blood vessels supplying the scalp and 
brain. They may be a result of toxic substances such 
as food additives, alcohol, chemicals or hormonal imbal¬ 
ances. 

As you can see, headaches differ widely. Over-the- 
counter pain relievers, ice or warm compresses lose 
their effectiveness over time. Consult a health care pro¬ 
fessional to determine the possible causes and solu¬ 
tions available to help eliminate your headaches.
